It  has  been  a  busy  year  at  the  hbrary  and  gratifying 
to  note  the  interest  shown  by  the  townspeople,  especially 
the  children  and  the  summer  visitors.  This  year  179 
patrons  availed  themselves  of  the  use  of  the  librarv  and 
a  big  percentage  was  children.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  school  nurse 
for  the  town  of  Danbury.

The  Child  Health  Recovery  fund  allotted  $64.46  to 
the  town  of  Danbury.  With  this  fund  five  children  had 
tonsilectomies  and  three  were  fitted  with  glasses. 

Twenty-nine  children  received  1-2  pint  of  milk 
during  the  winter  months. 

Cod  liver  oil  was  given  to  all  underweight  and 
underprivileged  children  during  the  early  part  of  the 
winter.  The  cod  liver  oil  was  contributed  by  the  local 
Red  Cross  Committee. 

A  group  of  children  were  transported  to  the 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Concord  where  tonsilectomies  were 
done. 

Three  children  have  been  transported  to  the  Hitch- 
cock clinic  in  Hanover  to  be  fitted  for  glasses. 

Sixty-two  visits  have  been  made  in  town  to  schools. 

Twenty-eight  homes  have  been  visited  including 
sixty  children. 

Sixt3'-seven  home  visits  have  been  made. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  School  Board.  Mr.  Freese.  and  the  local  Red  Cross 
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Committee  and  to  thank  the  parents  and  teachers  for 
their  daily  cooperation  in  making  possible  the  health 
prog-ram.
